The  men"  s  soccer  team  reached  new  heights 
this  season  under  coach  Gary  Hamill.  reaching  the 
NCAA  Southeast  Regional  Finals,  meaning  the 
Bulldogs  were  one  of  the  final  1 6  teams  alive  in 
Division  II. 

The  Bulldogs  (17-5-1)  got  to  host  the  event, 
which  they  lost  2-0  to  Queens.  Queens  was  one  of 
just  four  teams  to  beat  Wingate  on  the  season. 

Hamill  was  named  SAC  Coach  of  the  Year 
for  an  unprecedented  third  time,  as  no  other  coach 
has  won  it  more  than  twice.  The  Bulldogs  went  8-0- 
0  in  conference  play,  the  first  time  that  has  ever 
happened  in  conference  history. 

"I'm  happy  forthem,"  said  Hamill  afterhis 
team  beat  perennial  power  Gardner-Webb  5-0  to 
clinch  the  conference  title.  "I'm  happy  for  the 
program.  I'm  happy  for  myself." 

The  Bulldogs,  which  reached  a  No.  6 
national  ranking  at  one  point  and  won  nine  straight 
games,  earned  several  individual  honors  also.  Chris 
Hastings,  Adam  Denton  and  Tommy  Davies 
were  named  to  the  first  team  all-S  AC,  while 
goalkeeper  Matt  Miles  earned  second  team 
honors. 

In  addition,  Denton  was  named  a  second- 
team  All- American. 

"It's  a  once  in  a  lifetime  chance  to  go  to  the 
tournament,"  said  Miles.  He  and  his  teammates  may 
have  more  chances  to  go  to  the  national  tournament, 
as  the  team  will  not  lose  any  players  to  graduation.

Wingate  was  strong  defensively,  as  all  four  of 
its  wins  were  shutouts.  One  of  its  finest  games, 
however,  may  have  been  a  1  -0  loss  to  national  and 
regional  powerhouse  Francis  Marion. 

The  Patriots  prevailed  1  -0  in  double 
overtime,  but  fought  hard  throughout  the  game. 
Junior  goalkeeper  Becky  Blankenship,  in  her  first 
season  in  goal,  set  a  school-record  with  1 6  saves  in 
that  game  as  Francis  Marion  fired  39  total  shots  at 
the  goal. 

Wingate's  fine  defense,  led  by  sweeper

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The  men's  basketball  team  advanced  to  the  NCAA  South 
Atlantic  Regional  for  the  second  consecutive  season.  A  big  thrill 
for  the  Bulldogs  this  season  was  getting  to  host  the  regional,  the 
second  weekend  in  March.  Unfortunately.  Columbus  State  ended 
Wingate"  s  season  in  the  regional  finals. 

That  didn'  t  diminish  the  best  season  in  school  record  for 
the  Bulldogs,  who  finished  26-4.  Along  the  way,  Wingate 
accomplished  many  goals.  The  B  ulldogs  won  the  Sodexho 
Marriott  Classic  title  at  Queens  College  in  December.  The  three- 
day  tournament  is  widely  regarded  as  one  of  the  best  in  Division 
II.  Wingate  also  won  its  second  consecutive  South  Atlantic 
Conference  regular  season  title,  sharing  the  crown  with  Gardner- 
Webb  despite  sweeping  G-W  in  the  regular  season.  Proving  that 
was  no  fluke,  Wingate  once  again  took  down  Gardner- Webb  i  n 
the  finals  of  the  Food  Lion/South  Atlantic  Conference  tournament. 
It  was  the  first  SAC  tournament  title  in  Wingate' s  history . 

Seniors  led  the  way  on  the  court  for  the  Bulldogs.  Paul 
Talbot  was  given  the  prestigious  honor  of  All-American.  The  first 
team  all-S  AC  pick  put  Wingate  in  the  conference  tournament 
finals  with  a  jumper  with  4.5  seconds  left  against  Newberry . 

Daniel  Bruce,  the  conference's  best  sixth  man.  also  had 
a  career  year,  and  fellow  senior  Brandon  Harris  also  made 
majorcontributions.  Harris  was  named  the  Most  Valuable  Player 
of  the  SAC  tournament.  Junior  Jonathan  Tyson  also  had  a  big 
year,  earning  second-team  all-S  AC  laurels.  During  the  season. 
head  coach  Jeff  Reynolds  won  his  50*  game  in  just  his  third  year 
at  Wingate.  which  had  a  26-game  winning  streak  in  Cuddy  Arena 
stopped  in  late  February. 

"This  whole  year  and  my  four  years  here  have  been  a 
complete  rush."  said  Talbot.  "The  wave  we  rode  this  year  was 
unbelievable.  As  they  say.  it's  harder  to  stay  at  the  top  than  to  get 
there.  Our  accomplishments  you  can' t  take  away  from  us.  even  if 
we  didn't  reach  our  biggest  goal.  It  probably  won't  hit  until  later.

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Head  coach  Johnny  Jacumin  arranged  a  strong  test 
for  his  women's  basketball  team,  as  the  Bulldogs  played  the 
toughest  schedule  in  the  region.  The  Bulldogs  played  in 
tournaments  at  Kutztown  State  (Pa. )  and  Barry  University 
(Fla. ).  That  got  Wingate  ready  for  the  tough  South  Atlantic 
Conference,  which  includes  Presbyterian,  which  was  ranked 
in  the  top  five  in  the  country  for  most  of  the  season.

The  baseball  team  had  its  most  successful  season  in 
recent  memory,  winning  1 9  out  of  20  games  at  one  stretch  en 
route  to  a  38-19  season.  The  Bulldogs,  who  were  picked  to 
finish  in  the  middle  of  the  South  Atlantic  Conference  and  had 
just  two  preseason  all-conference  selections,  proved  all  the 
nay  sayers  wrong  by  winning  the  SAC  regular  season  title. 
Wingate  had  one  player,  second  baseman  Brock  Austin,  make 
first  team  all-S  AC .  Four  others,  catcher  James  Jordan,  first 
baseman  Mike  Bauguss.  centerfielder  Mark  Feimster  and 
pitcher  Robert  Stover,  were  selected  to  the  second  team. 

Head  coach  Bill  Nash  credited  his  team' s  tough 
schedule  to  its  success.  Wingate  played  the  toughest  schedule 
in  the  region,  and  the  Bulldogs  took  home  wins  against 
nationally-ranked  Kennesaw  State,  Mount  Olive,  Shippensburg 
and  USC- Aiken,  in  addition  to  the  tough  grind  of  conference 
play. 

Nash  also  knew  that  it  was  his  team' s  balance  that  led 
to  such  a  good  season.  "If  we  look  at  the  hero  or  who  has  the 
big  day,  it  changes  from  game  to  game,"  he  said.  "It  doesn't 
mean  a  guy  has  a  good  game  and  then  goes  away  for  a  while, 
but  one  guy  just'always  has  seemed  to  step  it  up." 

Although  the  Bulldogs  lose  fourposition  players  to 
graduation  and  also  David  Lentz.  the  No.  1  starter,  they  still 
have  a  solid  nucleus  returning  next  season  to  continue  stepping  it 
up.  Among  those  returning  to  the  team  will  be  catcher/third 
baseman  John  Spencer,  who  made  a  big  impact  as  a 
freshman,  and  relief  pitcher  Louie  Mitcham.  who  led  the  team 
in  wins  and  saves. 
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A  young  Wingate  lacrosse  team  continued 
to  give  promise  to  the  future.  The  Bulldogs 
finished  their  season  6-7,  playing  high-ranked  foes 
such  as  Limestone.  Wingate's  season  came  to  the 
end  with  a  16-5  loss  to  Limestone  in  the  semifinals 
of  the  Central  Carolina  Bank/Deep  South 
Conference  tournament.  The  Bulldogs  kept  the 
game  close,  trailing  just  5-2  at  halftime. 

There  were  several  highlights  of  the 
season,  including  an  1 8-9  victory  over  Catawba  in 
the  regular  season.  Freshman  attack  John 
Schuster  had  a  career  day  in  that  game,  scoring 
five  goals  and  seven  assists,  both  career  highs. 
Schuster  and  junior  Mason  Curry  led  Wingate's 
scoring  attack  for  most  of  the  season.  Wingate 
defeated  Catawba  three  days  later  in  an  exciting 
10-9  DSC  tournament  game.

Pi  Kappa  Phi  was  a  leader  in  education  and  social  change  on  college 
campuses  nationwide.  It  was  the 
only  fraternity  to  have  created  its 
own  service  organization,  Push 
America.  Since  its  creation  in 
1 977,  Push  America  has  raised 
more  than  $3  million  for  people 
with  disabilities.  The  Fraternity 
took  another  giant  step  forward 

with  The  Journey,  an  unprecedented  new  program  to  provide  Pi  Kappa 
Phi  brothers  with  a  four-yearplan  to  help  them  become  better  students, 
better  leaders,  and  better  men.
